Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants' assertion that the driver application and the "hidden information" are logically separate files is not found persuasive. This 
assertion is simply incorrect. Just because Fig. 3 of Glover depicts separate portions of the computer program and Col. 5 states that 
Fig. 3 shows a computer program. Glover does not provide that the portions of the program are separate programs but instead "a 
computer program". As such the examiner finds applicants' assertion to be incorrect. 

In response to applicants' argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., the device driver decrypting any internal portions of its own file) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Therefore, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive. 

Applicants' arguments have not been found persuasive and therefore the examiner has maintained the rejections presented in the final 
office action dated 12/19/2005. . 
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
